Claims 19-22, 24, 25, 39, 40-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(B) as being 
anticipated byAldrich P. E. etal, J. Org Chem. Vol. 29 no. 1, pages 11-15, January 
1964. 

Claims 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fawcett, F.S et al, JACS vol. 84, no. 22 pg. 4275-4285 20 Nov. 1962. 
REJECTION 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd PARAGRAPH, FAILURE TO PARTICULARLY POIN 



Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 



Claim 38 are recites the limitation "carbonyl fluoride" in 38. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claims 23, 26, 27, 28 are objected as being dependent on rejected claims.
